Self-Rating Experiment 

The following method was inaugurated

Too frequently, the aim 
would seem the development 
college professors, priests, businessmen, 
scientists, stenographers, Sisters, and social 
workers with insufficient regard for the 
practical matters competent manage- 
ment household affairs. 

The need for training these homely 
matters manifest. Frequently have they 
been the bottom family difficulties. 
Decades have passed since parents trained 
their sons and daughters them. The 
public schools now are giving such train- 
whatever philosophical basis. 
The rank and file youth Catholic 


high schools are not receiving and must 
face complex world and its burdens and 
problems, less suitably trained. Our Cath- 
olic high schools owe youth prepare 
them for Christian living which extends 
the kitchen, the nursery, the market, 
well operating room, pulpit, 
stock market: “Christian education con- 
sists essentially preparing man for what 
must and what must here 
below order attain the sublime end 
for which was created” (Pius XI, 
Christian Education Youth). 

How unfair seems condemn youth 
for its mistakes and its departures from 
Christian living when practical training 
this living has been denied it! From this 
viewpoint the acceptance the specious 
appeal the rabble rouser can more easily 
understood. 

Christian schools, however, have not 
been negligent attempts domestic in- 
struction. They have realized that 
commendable and within the scope 
Christian education foster training that 
tends fit girl become good house- 
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wife and mother, boy good hus- 
band and manager. accordance with the 
aim Christian education, Catholic sec- 
ondary schools throughout the United 
States have conducted classes and courses 
home economics which would help 
prepare men and women for living family 
life, that would help natural, homely 
methods preserve domestic society. 
Rev. John Rooney, Ph.D., his study: 
“Curricular Offerings 283 Catholic High 
Schools the United made 
1931, discovered that start least had 
been made courses home economics 
throughout the country. the 283 schools 
studied, 145 offered some type course 
home economics consisting one 
more the following subjects: domestic 
science, clothing, foods, millinery, home- 
making, sewing, etc. more recent survey 
made 1937 the department educa- 
tion the National Catholic Welfare 
Conference still unpublished but avail- 
able 1312 Massachusetts Ave., N.W., 
Washington, greater inter- 
est particularly through the larger number 
different courses offered which include 
first aid, treatment minor illnesses, social 
family relationships, “general information 
that tends fit girl become wife 
and mother,” these efforts the 
Christian schools manifest their interest 
the needs the young people the time. 

The disheartening note the admitted 
but regretted inability extend this type 
instruction because limited finances. 
Although the public high-school systems 
are aided their work federal funds, 
children attending Christian schools have 
been deprived thereof. The Federal Govern- 
ment long since has realized the necessity 
fostering type instruction that 
would help preserve the family, the back- 
bone the American any nation. 
February 23, 1917, the 64th Congress 
the United States approved the Smith- 
Hughes Act which would provide for the 
promotion vocational education the 
states through the furnishing the finan- 
cial necessities the extent per cent 
the total expenditure each state for 
teachers and teacher training for education 
vocational nature that would include 
agriculture, the trades, industries, and 
home economics. Subsequent federal legis- 
lation has made this act permanent.

the purpose the state. 
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Why not Catholic high-school chil- 
dren share the benefits this federal aid? 
The manifest right parents send their 
children religiously conducted schools 
has been upheld the Supreme Court 
two noteworthy occasions: Pierce Society 
Sisters (278 510-535, 1925) and 
Meyer State Nebraska (67 
1042; 390, 1923). Yet the full- 
ness their rights citizens has been 
denied these Catholic children. “The 
Church her motherly prudence not 
unwilling that her schools and institutions 
for the education the laity keep- 
ing with the legitimate dispositions civil 
authority; she every way ready 
cooperate with this authority and make 
provision for mutual understanding 
should difficulties arise” (Pius XI, Chris- 
tian Education Youth, 9). not 
the duty the state assist and en- 
courage the efforts the Church and 
the family the great task education? 
Has not the state the means for this help 
which the final analysis safeguarding 
its own existence? The Church’s restriction 
upon the aid the state that the super- 
natural destiny man way 
impeded but assisted. Such, surely, but 
most reasonable demand upon institu- 
tion that aims the “common temporal 
welfare” since the supernatural plays 
important part the temporal welfare 
reasonable men. 

The Smith-Hughes Act reflects some 
extent, one paragraph, the perennial 
bogey the separation church and state 
which has been the excuse for intolerance 
children attending religious schools. 
Section the organic act states: “No 
portion any moneys appropriated under 
this Act for the benefit the states shall 
applied, directly indirectly, the 
purchase, erection, preservation, repair 
any building buildings equipment, 
for the purchase rental lands, 
for the support any religious privately 
not for the support any religious 
privately conducted school, but for the 
benefit American children attending 
such schools parental right that the 
Smith-Hughes Act should applied. 

The Act further demands “that order 
receive the benefits the appropriation 
for the salaries teachers trade, home 
economics, and industrial subjects 
state board any state shall provide 
its plan for trade, home economics, and 
industrial education that such education 
shall given schools classes under 
public supervision control, The 
meaning the phrase “schools classes 
under public supervision control” 
wider connotation than 
public schools classes public school 
building. The broader meaning evident 
from statement policy approved 
February 1936, and printed the latest 
edition Statement Policies for the 
Administration Vocational Education, 
page 55, wherein the Federal Commission 
for Vocational Education approved condi- 
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tions under which public school system 
may justified establishing training 
programs within private industrial plant 
during the working day public expense 
for which federal reimbursement may 
granted. the opinion the federal 
Commissioner Education, expressed 
letter this writer, dated July 27, 1939, 
that classes vocational education might 
conducted similar basis free 
Catholic high schools long the 
required conditions for classes the in- 
dustrial plants were fulfilled. would thus 
from the federal viewpoint 
—for children attending Catholic 
schools participate the federally aided 
education that would train them for home- 
making, well for other vocational 
fields. 

Public supervision control regarding 
program vocational education evi- 
denced according the Statement 
Policies for the Administration Voca- 
tional Education, page 55, by: 


The fact that the local school officials 
have furnished satisfactory proof that 

(1) The training organized and main- 
tained response public need. 

(2) The interest the persons enrolled 
the training program the chief consideration. 

(3) The program generally recognized 
part the public school work that 
community. 

(4) The determination matters such 
the selection, qualifications, and salaries 
teachers; content and length courses; ad- 
mission students; supervision instruc- 
tion, and all other details the training pro- 
gram are vested officially designated school 
who recognize and admit 
responsibility. 

The fact that the teachers engaged 
training the industrial plant are being paid 
the same procedure and through the same 
sources such teachers would paid 
teaching public school buildings.

missioner Education (federal) charge 
vocational education that all things 
being equal, free Catholic high 
would fall the same category the

Now the point want make this, that 
the young mind, mind for that mat- 
ter, become with each these 
linguistic oddities, this mind must meet each 
them, and not too many time, 
repeatedly, many times, until has habitually 
become accustomed the functions each per- 
forms. When, Latin, these units are 
nature structural, each one contingent upon 
its predecessor, clarity comprehension and 
recognition will result only when there 
high repetition. And this drill. claim that 
the texts have had force the pupils 
handle the past are woefully deficient 
giving this necessary repetition, whether 
see them, expecting these texts fill effi- 
ciently the role demanded thorough assim- 
ilation the highly inflected Latin, with 
such sparsity drill and repetition ex- 
pecting the impossible. This becomes the more 
patently unrealizable, when consider how 
wide the scope material these texts present 
within the number class hours 
digested. The German gymnasium its first 
four years Latin (on par with our high 
school prior the Nazi regime) with the 
much more highly inflected German language 
background, required periods week, 
50-minute periods for first- and second-year 
Latin, and periods minutes each week 
for third and fourth years. These American 
texts with ridiculously low count repeti- 
tion and drill aim accomplish these same 
ends 5-period week. way count, 
the German system first Latin calls for 
weeks hours total 288 hours, 
the American hours week, total 180, 
108 hours less. carry the German 
surplus through for its four years, over the 
American number hours, see that the 
German boy and girl the end four years 
has taken Latin weeks less than two

that today the foundation classes for learning 
Latin have been burdened with teaching an- 
cient history, natural ethics, and English. 
such the case, how have time teach 
Latin, this highly inflected tongue? 
judgment, such attitude toward teaching 
Latin, far from attracting the student delve 
further into the language, imparting but 
thin layer acquisition Latin quickly 
melted and quickly evaporated, defeats its 
own purpose. Let not fool 
themselves the most potent motive for fur- 
ther development any branch knowledge 
comes from the satisfaction and enthusiasm 
having mentally mastered unit that 
knowledge. Such mastery opens new vistas 
future possibilities, and the urge 
step higher Latin, rise the realms 
the classic authors. And let not fool our- 
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American boy and girl 
exception. Moreover not the future for 
Latin indeed dark, when remember that 
the few who are later become themselves 
teachers Latin have had such sandy 
foundation?

Additional constructions are taught 
the third-year text, and still more, those 
Cicero and Virgil, and not touched 
upon yet, the fourth-year text.

But the writer has just fin- 
ished his first year high-school teaching and 
has learned among other things rely swiftly 
upon the Holy Ghost when Professor So-and- 
So’s pat little plans seemed pale and wraith- 
like when one tried conjure solution 
very real and red-blooded situation. Not 
that any attempt being made discredit 
courses education. They are basically sound 
and helpful. But human nature, being the 
faceted and evanescent challenge 
ophers that is, precludes stock solutions for 
the simple reason that there are 
situations.

Nevertheless not try 
teach without textbook. 

Then there the gnawing pursuit lesson 
plans. But advised that poor lessons are 
lessons poorly planned and you cannot blame 
that upon your pupils. effort 
lesson plans month advance, care- 
ful making units that are too long. Ado- 
lescent interest fickle thing. Beginning 
teachers are haunted, too, with the issue 
covering much material given length 
time. your eagerness cover the ground 
not substitute drawing out the pupil 
with “pouring on” information you. 
This big temptation times, but, when 
the young hopeful fails grasp the situation, 
keep after him with leading questions. Prefer 
leave some the course untouched rather 
than teach important topics sketchily.

Federal Relief Activities and 
Educational Autonomy 


The Educational Policies Commission the National Edu- 
cation Association has vigorous statement warning and 
condemnation the federal policies relief they affect 
local autonomy education. The issue raised whether 
responsibility for local programs education rests with the 
state and the people with officials the Federal Govern- 
ment.

project the correlation American 
History with the writing effective sentences 
the seventh and eighth grades. 


Trip Fort Leavenworth” provided 
the motive force for the vitalization Amer- 
ican history and its re-expression satisfy- 
ing red-blooded American sentences 
group seventh- and eighth-grade boys and 
girls who were finding their history only dry 
facts and their means expression meager 
and awkward. 

With Hunt-Lorenz’s History Fort Leaven- 
worth (1827-1937) background, the proj- 
ect was launched. Fifty names teeming with 
American history were selected 
names streets, buildings, and other features 
the Fort, and written the board. From 
this list each pupil selected three names 
about which was curious, about which 
thought knew something. Then the 
“hunt” began the classroom library and 
dictionaries. Then came from the pupils them- 
selves the suggestion, not make trip 
the Fort?” Hunt-Lorenz has pocket 
maps, but they were all too complicated 
Billy volunteered chart the trip the class 
could take and see the features the members 
the class (not describe). 
With Mary Jane, Billy planned the route. 
For the next day’s assignment each pupil was

The results this first bit research were 
most gratifying, and the interest the proj- 
ect increased.

matter teaching art, for instance, this does 
not imply merely correlating art with religion 
but making Catholic material that timely

But the approaching Feast All Saints 
gave the teacher idea: “Why not 
alphabet saints? Here would real op- 
portunity make use seasonal Catholic 
subject matter!”

and Poole, Symbolism for Artists (Worcester

Most the 

students were familiar with their patron saints 

and all had their favorites. was 

point that friendly rivalry was introduced 

when one the more progressive members 

the class came out with “Sister, would you 

for St. Elizabeth? She has 
Ways been favorite saint.” Still another 
“Joan Arc for me, Sister. She 
the real thing!” 

Thus the girls signed individually for 
their saints. Then began the necessary re- 
work for their figure. This involved 
not only casual acquaintance with the life 
the saint chosen but also knowledge 
the dress and customs the period. The 
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student also had know something about the 
color symbolism used artists portray 
qualities character, and the significance 
the symbols related each saint. the work- 
ing out the problem, there was, therefore, 
more than mere application art knowledge 
and principles. The project stimulated vig- 
orous thinking and atmosphere research. 

The actual procedure was quite simple. The 
needed uniformity the set letters was ob- 

dictating definite specifications. (See 
Plate I.) modern Roman capital was placed 
near the top vertical rectangle measuring 
inches. The height the letter itself 
was inches; the width for the wide 
part, inch for the narrow part. the bot- 
tom the rectangle, the name the saint 
was printed with single-stroke capitals inch 
high. The originality the individual stu- 
dent was expressed the figure itself and its 
placement relation the letter. The first 
layout was planned outline trial paper, 
checked, and then traced uniform-sized 
poster board. With the aid No. speed- 
ball lettering pen the figure was then outlined 
ink. Delicate washes color were 
added plus some crosshatching with colored 
ink. Finally the general effect was enriched 
the use touches gold the halos 

When the alphabet was placed display 
the school corridor, the student body itself 
passed judgment. Interested groups stood 
around and discussed the modern interpreta- 
tions SS. Clare, Anne, Lawrence, 
Ursula, and the rest. All agreed was one 
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the most worth-while exhibits the art .depart- 
ment had produced. Judged from technical, 
artistic, and creative point, the alphabet 
saints was decided success: But what about 
spiritual significance? Did this problem 
represent integration with other school 
subjects? Did its influence carry over into 
the lives the students? Although intangible 
results are more difficult measure, variety 
incidents would indicate that its influence 
was neither ‘momentary nor superficial.

Sermons Verse

all need them—sermons, best, 
occasional sermonette. But human nature 
strangely constituted and does not always 
relish the things that needs. However 
(strangely again) human nature will accept 
substitutes, and, according George Herbart 
verse may find him who sermon flies.” 
Fine bits memory gems the 
old-fashioned terminology, have their place, 
and important one, the formation 
character. That repetition creates attitudes 
mind, and that the right attitude mind 
important the building character, bears 
repeating connection with the use mem- 
ory gems aid moral training. 

literature consists the finest thoughts 
the finest minds the human race, the 
gems chosen for memory work are the cream 
thereof —rich, concentrated. And often the 
bit verse will “find him who sermon 
flies,” for the poet sums “his thought 
picture shining phrase, clothing his 
vision singing robe, bringing his faith 
glow-point beauty.” And beauty 
glowing point warm and stimulate. 

verse assigned teacher for memory 
study, repeated random intervals, will build 
group associations easily recalled. Es- 
pecially will this true the recall not 
exactly random, but when the teacher 
utilizes situations for recall where the principle 
involved applicable. illustrate: Robert 
Loveman’s “April Rain” with its opening line, 
“Tt not raining rain me, its raining 
daffodils,” might used with class inclined 
least little difficulty and 
resent the slightest effort. dreary day; 
the class inclined grouch and shows 
plainly when the teacher enters. But knowing 

her pupils, and grasping the opportunity, with 
broad smile she begins, “It not raining 
rain me,” with sign the class con- 
tinue the poem they have memorized. And 
usually case the verse finding “him 
who sermon flies.” any rate, often 
more effective than classroom sermon, and 
finds its mark often enough, creates 
habitual attitude mind toward dreary days 
and toward difficulties.

One stu- 
dent particular the group thought 
very silly for poets talk every year about 
the grass coming and the flowers growing 
and the winds blowing. Couldn’t any sane 
person see that for himself? The beauties 
nature simply did not exist for her. The poem 
was memorized grudgingly, with the uncom- 

plimentary remark, see much that.” 
was not repeated often the classroom, 
but every time the teacher met these par- 
ticular students fine spring day, shout- 
ing for sheer joy, she greeted them with, “Oh, 
sweet Tipperary the spring time the 
year,” and invariably they would continue 
with gusto and appreciation that seemed 
indicate they had caught the author’s point 
view, nature’s glorious spring miracle, 
“ever ancient, ever new.” And that point 
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view added something their characters that 
cannot measured inches nor money 
value, but just real the things that 
can measured. 

Illustrations, numerous and varied au- 
tumn leaves, could gathered and heaped 
up, each its rich, mellow color, telling its 
beautiful story.

The unit system, distinguished from the 
ordinary lesson-learning plan, takes into con- 
sideration aspect learning different from 
the one generally understood. lesson learn- 
ing have process daily performance 
with little learning products; the pupil 
learns for the day that may able 
certain facts which have been 
assigned for study. may bring perfect 
lessons, the ordinary sense the word, 
and yet experience change his attitudes 
and personality; other words, not 
able use what has learned when the 
need the occasion comes. only when 
becomes predisposed regulate his con- 
duct and his tastes according certain ideals 
which has developed result his study 
that can say being educated 
routine daily lessons may give him lot 
data and facts about science and may 
behaving. For instance, may know all that 
relates bacteria and harmful microorgan- 
isms, and yet just careless cleanliness 
and sanitation was before. Such the 
situation that results when our teaching has 
failed elicit adaption change the 
attitudes our pupils. 

The unit plan aims effecting this trans- 
formation, that what the pupil learns 
any subject will not only result the gain- 
ing knowledge, the acquisition certain 
abilities, but also the development ap- 
preciations and attitudes, which will influence 
him his daily life. The unit especially 
adapted accomplish those aims, due its 
flexibility, which can adapted any 
group, with the subdivisions thereof, and 
any subject. Again, the content and the exer- 
cises the unit are planned stimulate 
maximum pupil activity, that the 
student doing his own studying and making 
immediate applications, each his own rate 
and level ability, the teacher stimulating 
and directing the work necessary. 

attempt has been made here show 
how course for year’s work general 
science (or any subject) divided into 
sequence units, the number depending upon 
the length the school year and the time 
devoted each unit, which usually about 
four weeks. When the teacher makes the pres- 
entation, tells the story the unit, each 
pupil provided with guide sheet, which 
mimeographed copy the whole unit, ex- 
cept, course, the mastery test. 

this point the assimilation begins, with 
the help the various problems and exercises 
outlined the guide sheet. This work done 
mostly during the class periods, under the 
supervision and direction the teacher, who 
goes around and gives individual help where 
needed, taking particular care the poorer 
pupils. 

When all have passed the assimilation test, 
after completion the problems and exer- 
cises, two three days are given the 
organization. This step consists, first, as- 
sembling and arranging systematic way 
all that has been learned the unit. out- 
line, brief, essay will serve sum- 
marize the work. important part the 
organization the recitation, which consists 
floor talks the various phases the 
unit. About six eight pupils are assigned

These 
floor talks afford excellent for 
development self-confidence, poise, pupil 
independence, and public speaking. 

The several units for the year’s work should 
have some relation each other; the prob- 
lems one should lead those the next; 
moreover, care must taken that all the 
important aspects the course included 
the units. For this reason wise use 
course study making out the plan. 

The books the bibliography should 
the pupils’ disposal, probably the room 
where the work done. textbook not 
necessary there sufficient number 
library books available. Some teachers prefer 
not use the text the unit system, except 
reference book. 

the plan outlined below, the units are 
first enumerated the order which they 
are worked out. Then each unit sub- 
divided into three four subtopics. Unit VII 
has been developed fully, showing step 
step, the procedure that would followed 
its development. The problems and exercises 
vary difficulty. The fundamentals should 
mastered all, including pupils. 
There are more difficult problems, which some 
“C” pupils will perhaps try, but which will 
the level the second “B” group. 
Finally there are still more difficult ones 
adapted the rapid learners “A” pupils.

terioration the building. the school this 
service rendered the custodian who cares 
for the physical aspects the building. 
such entrusted with the general super- 
the school premises. This general su- 
pervision implies that his duties are many and 
varied. Some these duties are performed 
daily even several times day, others are 
performed weekly and still others are per- 
formed periodically. Custodial duties readily 
group themselves into what might termed 
major and minor duties. this article the 
major duties the custodian will 
considered. 

The care rooms, corridors, and stairways 
chiefly confined cleaning the floors 
these places. many respects this one 
the most evident duties the custodian. 
requires more time than does any other single 
duty and must performed frequently, reg- 
ularly, and efficiently. In. general, may 
considered problem housekeeping which 
affected the variety materials used 
the construction school buildings. 
thorough discussion the cleaning floors 
rendered exceedingly complicated the 
multiplicity materials used floor construc- 
tion and the even greater multiplicity 
methods treating and maintaining these 
floors. Whether classroom floors painted, 
oiled, waxed, chemically treated, left 
the raw, the custodian’s problem sweep 
and clean the floors still persists. 


Scrubbing and Mopping 

The technique and processes involved 
scrubbing and mopping differ greatly. 
Scrubbing implies using brush and gen- 
erally more thorough method removing 
Mopping the other hand consists 
merely using wet cloth mop remove 
loose dirt dust which remains after sweep- 
ing. Each these processes has its place 
the care the school building and neither 
can said substitute satisfactorily for the 
other. Although the tendency today not 
scrub floors, there are still some floor surfaces 
that can cleaned other manner. 
Washing and mopping are not effective. 
fact, too frequent washing floors causes 
cracks between boards widen, makes the 
wood swell, become rough, and splinter. 

factors must considered estab- 
lishing norm for the frequency scrubbing 
and mopping the floors school building. 
Qiled preserved floors must usually 
sctubbed thoroughly before new floor dressing 

can applied and this scrubbing should 
done during the three vacation periods. 

Floors badly worn, warped, splintered 
scraped sanded until wood surfaces are 
smooth. Most hardwood floors, with the ex- 
ception oak, resist the disintegrating action 
too much water well strong cleans- 
agents.

sand mud carried into the school building. 
Administrators interested custodial care 
usually agree that preserved floors should not 
scrubbed with soap and water. They should 
cleaned three times year with floor 
cleaner applied with mop. Oiled floors should 
scrubbed thoroughly before oiling, usually 
three times year. Authorities one our 
western cities are trying stop the practice 
frequent mopping the schools. these 
schools custodian may mop untreated 
wooden floor without the permission the 
superintendent schools. floors are oiled 
with high grade light oil combined with 
cleanser, the floors not turn dark, but re- 
main light golden color. Such floors not 
need scrubbing before applying new coat 
oil since floors are cleaned and re-oiled 
single process. The median frequency 
scrubbing and mopping classroom floors 
generally specified three times year. 


Sweeping Floors 

Sweeping considered very important 
part the custodian’s work. Since 
duty that must performed daily, its effec- 
tiveness more readily observed than are 
many other custodial duties. fact the 
origin and development custodial care 
sweeping and heating the school building were 
the original duties for which custodian was 
hired. Despite the fact that great many 
other activities, ranging from those that re- 
quire technical skill down those classified 
unskilled labor, have been added the 
janitor’s list duties, sweeping still 
prime importance. Methods cleaning school 
floors have changed much since the begin- 
ning the present century have methods 
teaching. The old corn broom has given way 
the soft hair fiber brush and the vacuum 
cleaner increasingly used each year. 

The modernizing school buildings re- 
cent years has had tremendous influence 
all phases care and maintenance, including 
sweeping. Daily sweeping floors that have 
been properly treated and finished rela- 
tively simple matter. Ideals cleanliness, 
neatness, and sanitation are kept the fore- 
ground school which sweeping con- 
sidered important duty. 

The frequency sweeping classrooms, cor- 
ridors, stairways, and special rooms depends 
many factors that difficult es- 
tablish norm frequency. Authorities, how- 
ever, agree that daily sweeping necessary 
and hence this one the custodian’s major 
duties. 

the rules and regulations boards 
education cities with population rang- 
ing from 15,000 50,000, seventy-seven cities 
specify the frequency with which this duty 
performed. These frequencies range 
from twice week daily, with median 
daily performance. There are fewer regula- 
tions concerning the cleaning corridors, 
stairs, and special rooms cities out 
also agree that daily sweeping necessary. 
Engelhardt, Reeves, and Womrath their 
Survey Data Book for Public School Janitorial 
Engineering Service state: 
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Classrooms and special rooms should swept 
daily. Preserved floors should swept with 
treated mop. Floors which are cleaned with water 
intervals should swept daily with vacuum 
cleaner fiber brush. Corridors stairs 
should clean all times. This requires sweep- 
ing least once each day. 

Daily sweeping almost all parts the 
school building accepted the ideal prac- 
tice the schools throughout the country. 


Dusting Furniture and Woodwork 

After sweeping, there scarcely any other 
single factor that readily labels the house- 
therefore another major duty the 
parish school custodian. Good housekeeping 
either prevents dust removes it. The work 
dusting classrooms extremely important. 
one knows just what proportion the 
spread disease due dust the air 
the furniture classrooms. Experiments 
have proved that classroom dust filled with 
bacteria and that the greater the amount 
dust the greater the bacterial count. There 
are many factors which affect the amount 
dust school. Solid floors that are tight 
and have cracks, well-drained playgrounds, 
treated floors, the use sweeping compounds 
and dustless chalk, clean erasers, central 
vacuum-cleaning systems and the collecting 
chalk dust with damp cloths are few 
the means which dust can reduced 
minimum. 

There less need today than formerly for 
frequent dusting woodwork. The principle 
both daily cleaning and dusting has changed 
from that stirring the dust the 
theory that will escape through the open 
windows, that quickly removing it. The 
disappearance the old feather duster took 
with great deal whirling Due 
the fact that woodwork will, the same 
amount time, catch and retain less dust 
than flat furniture surfaces, and also that chil- 
dren are brought into closer contact with fur- 
niture than with woodwork, there greater 
need dust classroom furniture than dust 
woodwork. 

demarcation between woodwork and furniture. 
Woodwork, however, generally includes base- 
board, trim, window frames, molding, wain- 
scoting, shelves, while furniture includes 
desks, tables, chairs, bookcases, pictures, etc. 
The trend today our new parochial schools 
eliminate great deal wood trim that 
was very common the schools two and 
more decades ago. This advantage the 
custodian because lessens work. 

generally conceded that side walls, 
blinds, and cornices classrooms should 
kept free and clear dust. Many school sys- 
tems legislate that after the daily sweeping 
either after school before o’clock each 
school day, the wainscoting, dadoes, window 
sills, molding, handrails, and furniture should 
carefully dusted. Walls, ceilings, and high 
portions woodwork, wall pictures, and win- 
dow shades should dusted three times 
year during the vacation periods. Chalk trays 
the other hand require the daily services 
the custodian. 

One the principal factors the mainte- 
nance school plant the care furni- 
ture. The condition which school furniture 
found not only reflects custodial care but 
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likewise labels the discipline the 
the custodian’s duty repair and keep 
school furniture good shape, just 
much the teacher’s duty see that vandal- 
ism kept minimum our parochial 
schools. the watchful eye the teacher 
quick discover slight scratches and ink- 
stains school desks, larger ones will never 
occur and the custodian will not only 
spared great deal work but the children 
will incidentally taught care for the 
property others, lesson frequently un- 
familiar modern youth. 


Washing Windows 

Windows school buildings usually con- 
stitute from one fifth one fourth the floor 
area. While school authorities are careful 
provide the correct proportion window area 
for rooms when planning school buildings, this 
cient light admitted through the windows 
enable children study without eyestrain. 
Although the cleanliness windows consti- 
tutes important factor rating the clean- 
liness the school, quite secondary when 
one considers its effect the eyesight 
children. This factor alone sufficient reason 
why washing windows important house- 
keeping duty the custodian. 

perhaps unwise prescribe set 
number times for window washing other 
than that they should washed often 
necessary. Most custodians and administrators, 
however, agree that unless the number 
times job should done definitely 
stated, either neglected forgotten. 

The locality which school located 
also determines the frequency with which win- 
dows ought cleaned. Several years ago 
was thought that buildings located busi- 
ness sections, where smoke and flue gases were 
common, needed the most frequent window 
cleaning. Today, when every city dweller 
surrounded oil-burning apartments whose 
heating furnaces consume various grades 
oil, not uncommon find the most re- 
stricted residential city con- 
fronted with the difficulty keeping windows 
clean. The problem window cleaning 
further complicated the difference 
opinions among individuals what con- 
stitutes clean window. Cleanliness more 
less relative term and what one person 
considers clean far from what another per- 
son indicates the same term. 

Most school authorities, however, agree that 
windows should cleaned both inside and 
outside during the Christmas vacation, the 
Easter vacation, and prior the fall opening 
schools. Another problem calls for consid- 
eration. specific reference made any 
school regulations whether custodians 
are supposed clean windows schools. The 
very fact that this item recorded all the 
literature the subject, and mentioned 
the rules and regulations for custodial care, 
seems show that part the custodian’s 
job. Since, however, this era specializa- 
tion, commercial window cleaners are em- 
ployed for this work, indicates that admin- 
istrators schools believe that custodians 
have sufficient other duties. 


Ventilation Rooms 


The importance adequate ventilation 
school buildings can deduced from the 
complete and exhaustive study which was car- 
ried the New York. State Commission 
Ventilation. The major investigation cov- 
ered period four 1915-19, 
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with final report appearing 1923. During 
the years 1928-29 the commission carried 
further investigations, the results which 
were published 1931. The scope this 
investigation ventilation was more thor- 
ough and fundamental than all previous in- 
vestigations, and the results this study 
must considered determining future ven- 
tilation standards. 

What the duty the custodian refer- 
ence the ventilation parish school build- 
ings? This depends largely the type 
ventilation existing the school. Three types 
ventilation 

The “direct-natural gravity” system 
which radiators are placed under the windows 
for heating the room and properly deflecting 
ventilators for the windows. These ventilators 
permit the natural admission fresh air from 
outdoors. This system very commonly em- 
ployed parish and rather ob- 
vious that custodians have practically nothing 
with the ventilation schools which 
the direct-natural system found. 

the “direct-mechanical” system, the room 
also heated directly radiators placed 
therein but the foul air removed means 
fan exhaust duct. this system the 
custodian has see that the ducts for the 
various rooms are open wide enough permit 
sufficient fresh air enter and foul air 
drawn out, and the other hand that 
draft felt pupils classrooms. 

The “unit system” one which ventilates 
each room school building independent 
the other rooms. this system the radiator 
enclosed cabinet which placed the 
center outside wall the room. the 
lower compartment the cabinet small 
fractional-horsepower electric motor. Outdoor 
air drawn directly into the room usually 
through opening the wall the build- 
ing beneath the window. This air diffused 
through the room the process ventila- 
tion. this system custodians are responsible 
for the oiling the motors and regulating the 
speed the fan. This does not require the 
daily attention custodian. 


Heating Systems 
The services rendered the custodian 
heating the building affect the health and com- 
fort teachers and pupils during the greater 
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part the scholastic year. Numerous studies 
have shown the detrimental effect extreme 
temperatures the human body, hence heat- 
ing the building usually considered major 
duty performed the custodian. This duty 
requires not only great deal time and 
also demands that the custodian 
must know how heat building quickly, 
and able produce the maximum amount 
heat using the minimum amount fuel, 
The type heating equipment installed 
the building and the kind fuel used are 
factors great importance this work. 

Steam-heating systems are commonly 
stalled school buildings 
United States. The great disadvantage this 
system that, though radiators 
enough heat the room the coldest days, 
order maintain even temperature 
during the less cold days frequent opening 
and closing valves becomes necessary. 

Hot-water systems, although not 
monly found schools, are very similar 
construction steam-heating systems except 
that radiator surfaces are usually much 
lower temperature and therefore, more radiator 
surface required. The work the custodian 
not particularly altered school where 
steam- hot-water heating employed. 

The hot-air furnace, very often pipeless 
furnace, supplies the heated air the room 
above the furnace and passes into the other 
rooms through open doorways natural cir- 
culation. considered cheap, efficient 
method furnishing both heat 
tion. The system requires little attention and 
the apparatus used does not deteriorate rapidly 
proper care exercised. general, any one 
the three types heating devices may 
employed school without requiring any 
additional care from the custodian. 

The type fuel used school, however, 
does affect the work the custodian. Fuels 
common use are soft coal, hard coal, and oil 
Whether school uses hard soft coal 
little importance the custodian because 
great deal labor entailed both instances. 
If, however, oil used one can readily under- 
stand that the labor entailed bringing the 
coal from the bin the furnace, the actual 
fueling and the removal ashes from the 
furnace well hoisting them street level 
are not present where oil the fuel.

The book the only 
modern educational work that the reviewer has 
seen which shows any firsthand knowledge 
the Catholic philosophy education or, for that 
matter, which shows awareness 
Catholic philosophy education matters all. 
There commendable effort present here 
objectively and understandingly, witness pages 
25, 37, 43-45, 63, 64, 106, 107, 128, 209-212, and 
The author has carefully canvassed the 
published expositions Catholic educational 
philosophy and psychology, and has set forth 
the Catholic position practically all the issues 
selected for presentation. 
The limitations the book are chiefly those 
set the author himself. content give 
adescription and exposition varying viewpoints 
without making any formal attempt evaluate 
them. There are, course, occasional obiter dicta
